-Councilman Johnaon moved that since copies ofthe minutes of the last
meating of the City Cowncil have been furnished Council members by the ity
Clerk, the reading of the minutes be dispensged with and that the minutes be ap-
proved as individually read by the Council in the Clerk!s report. Upon being
duly seconded by Councilman Drake, the motion was unanimously adopted by the
Council, and the minutes so approved.

ME. JESSE BARTLETT appeared before the Council in behalf of E. MONTE
WEITTEN, whose taxi-cab drivers permit had been revoked the week before. MR.
BARTLETT asked that the permit be reinstated, and explained the circums tances
under which some of the traffic violatime had been committed, and stating
MR. WHITTEN was 2 student in the University. After discussion, and after
the Chief of Police stated he would give him another chance and counsel with
him, Cocuncilmsn Long moved that his taxi~cad drivers permit e reinstated on
a probational basie. The motion, seconded by Councilman Dreke, carried by the

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MRS. JOHN R. GERHARDT, 1521 Koenig Lane; MRS. DONALD HEINE, MRS.
HOBART SMITH, and MRS. EDWARD. ALLEN appe ared before the {ouncil asking for a
cheaper paving of Koenig lLane, stating it was to be used as a highway, and the
width of it as such mede the paving costs higher, and worked a hardship on
those with corner lots., The Mayor steted the paving program for this year was
slready under wey, and edvised them to go ahead end get signed up for next
year's paving program; and that something might bYe worked out on the corner 1otq
to keep the coste from being so heavy on the owners. The Mayor ssked that this
street be included in the asphalt-mixture-sprinkling schedule.

MR. M. H. CROCKETT appeared before the council asking special permis-
sion to use a two-course asphalt treatment from the pavement on Riverside
Drive on to his property, as he wanted to pavé. hds parking lot there and
extend this topping to the street, stating this would cure the dust probdblem in
that section and would be of no. cost to the city. The Mayor stated the Gounciy
and City Mansger and City Engineer would look into this 2nd let thim know this
afterncon, but suggested that he go ahead and put in the curbs as was required.

MRS. MAUD PRIDGEN, along with her attorney, MR, ROBERT B. THRASHER,
asked that Bast Avenue be named "BROADWAY! as requested by their petition;
and requested that a public hearing be held on this matter. The Mayor thought
it best to wait until the projéct is finished, After discussion, the Council
set SEPTEMBER 28, 1950, 10:00 A.M. as the date for public! hearing on this
mattier.

Councilmen Johnson offered the following resclution and moved its

WHEREAS, Southern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its ges mains in
the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and sa2id maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE 17 RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUST IN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company dbe and the same is hereby permitted
to lay and conetruct its gas maing in and upon the followlng streets:

(1) A gas main in HARMON AVENUE, from a point 34O feet north of
Bast 46th Street northerly 420 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall be 73 feet west of and parallel to the east property
line of said HARMON AVENUE.
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Said gas main described abowe shell have & cover of
not less than 2§ feet,

{2) A gas main in WILSHIRE BOULEVARD, from Wilshire
Parkway northerly 180 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 73 feet east of and parellel to the west property
line of said WILSHIERE BOULEVARD.

Sald gas main described above shall hae & cover of not
less than 2% feet.

(3) A gas main in FRENCH PLACE, from & point 65 feet
south of Bdgewood Avenue northerly 70 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shsll be 1 foot west of and parallel %o the
east property line of said FRENCH PLACE.

Seld gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet,

(4) A gas main in WOODROW AVENUE from a point 206 feet
south of Koenig Lane, northerly 257 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 72 feet west of and parallel to the

. east property line of sald Woodrow Avenue.

Said gas main descridbed abow shall have a cover of not

less than 2% feet.

* (8) A gas main in WOODROW AVENUE, from Arcedia Avenue
northerly 316 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be
7% feet west of and parallel to the east property line of s=aid
WOODROW AVENUE.

Seid gas mailn described above shall have a cover of not less
then 2% feet.

(6) A gas main in SABINE STREET, from East lst Street
northerly 131 feet, the centerline of which gas mailu shall be
2h feet west of and mrallel to the east property line of said
SABINE STREET.

Sgld gas mein described above shall have a cover of not
legs than 2 feet.

(7) A gas main in SABINE STREET across Bast 1st Street in-
tersection, the centerline of which ges main to be on the southerly
prolongation of the ead line of Sabine Street.

Said gas msin described sbove shall have a cover of not
less than 2§ feet.
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(8) A gas main in EAST 18T STREET, from Sabine Street
to Fest Avenue, the centerline of which gasmain shall be
13 feet north of end parallel to the south property line of said
EAST let STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

(9) A ges main in EAST AVENUE from East lst Street
southerly 13 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be
27 feet east of and parallel to the west property line of
said EAST AVENUE.

Said gas main described above ‘ghall have a cover of not
less than 2} feet.

(10) 4 9t x 6¢ x 7' gas regulator pit in East 12th
Street, the centerline of the 9-foot msxis to e 10 feet east
of the east line of Harvey Street and the centérline of the
6~foot axis to be 5% feet south of the northline of East
12th Street,

(11) A 9' x 6! x 7' gas regulator pit in Woodrow 4ve-
nue, the centerline of the 9-foot axis to be 10 feet north of
the north lineof North Loop Boulevard and the centerline of
the 6-foot axis to be U feet west of the east line of Woodrow
Avenue.

{(12) &4 9" x 6' x 7' gas regulator pit in Brentwood
Street, the centerline of the 9-foot axis to be 10 feet east
of the east line of Wild Street and the centerline of the 6~
foot axis to be U feet south of the north line of Brentwood
Street.

(13) A 9' x 6' x 7' gas regulator pit in Bast 46th
Street, the centerline of the 9-foot axis to be 9 feet east
of the east line of Harmon Avenue and the centerline of the
6-foot axis to be 3% feet north of the south line of East 46th
Street.

(14) A 6" x 4t x 4! gas regulator pit in Sebine Strees,-
the centerline of the 6~foot axis to be 33 feet north of the
north line of Bast lat Street and the centerline of the Y-foot
axis to be 25 feet west of the east line of Sabine Street,

(15) A 6 x 4 x U' gas regulator pit in River Street,
the centerline of the 6-foot axis to be 12 feet west of the
west line of Bast Avenue and the centerline of the H-foot axis
to be 20 feet south of the north line of River Street.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the Citf
of Austin does not gusrantee that the epace assigned sbove is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
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greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working poin$s from which to base the location of thelr assignments. they shall
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apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before suc
information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or repkcement
of any underground utility damaged during the construction of liree named in thi
resclution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of & fire plug, watd
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation §
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
mains have been lald shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchH
‘granted to sald company by the City of Austin.

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves ss a filling
station site the property located at the southwest corner of the intersection of
East 1st Street sznd Anthony Street which property fronts 96 feet on Hast 1st
Street and 140.5 feet on Anthony Street and being known as Lots 1 and 2, Block N,
Outlot 37, Division 0 of the Government Outlots adjoining the Orlglnal City of
Aunstin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby aunthorizes the said R. E. Leigh to
construct, maintain and operate a drive-in gasoline fllling station and to con-
struact curhs, ramps and sidewslke in conjunctlon therewith, subject to the same
being constructed in compliance with all the ordinances, relating thereto, and
further subject to the foregoing attached recommendations and plans; and the
Building Inspector is hereby anthorized to issue an occupancy permit for the
operation of this filling station after full compliance with all the provisions
of this resolution and said permission shall be held to be granted and accepted
to all necessary, reagsonable and proper, present and future regulations and
ordinances of the City of Austln, Texas, in the enforcement of the proper police,
traffic, and fire regulations, and the right of revocation is retained, 1if after
hearing, it is found by the City Council that the said B. E. Leigh has failed
end refused, and will continue to fail and refuse to perform any such condltions,
regulations and ordinances.

Dear Sir:

We, the undersigned, have considered the application of R. E. Lelgh
for permission to construct, maintain and operate a drive-in gasoline filling
station and to construct commercisl driveways in conjunction thersewith upon the
property located at the southwest corner of the intersection of East 1st Sireet
and Anthony Streel which property fronts 96 feet on Fast 1st Street and 140.5
feet on Anthony Street and being known as Lots 1 and 2, Block N, Outlot 37,
Division O of the Government Outlote @djoining the Original CGity of Austin,
Pravis County, Texas, and the property upon which this filling station is to
e located 4is under option to R. E. Leigh and we hereby advise thet the follow-
ing conditions exlist:

The property upon which this filllng statiorn is to be located is de-
signated as #CY Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of
Austin. -

There 1s & storm sewer inlet on the south side of Bast 1lst Street
approximately 96 feet west of the above described property.

We recommend that R, E. Leigh be granted permission to construct,
maintain, and operste said drive-in gasoline filling station end to comstruct
curbs, ramps, and sidewalks in conjunction therewlth, subject to the following
condltions: '

(1) That 211 buildings and egquipment shall be placed inside of the
property line, correct lines to be obtalned before construction starts or
aquipment is instslled, Lines and grades to be obtained from the Depariment
of Public Works for entrances and driveways, building lines to be spproved
by the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the
Department of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters
on the sdjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the
£illing station.

‘ (2) fThat only underground tanks shall be used and that all pumps
ghall be so located that 1t will be impractibable to service motor vehicles
therefrom while sald motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk,
street or alley.

(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in con-
nection with the storage and handling of gascline shall be an approved type
and shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc.; that all con-
struction of the filling station improvements shall be in accord with the
Building Ordinance, theZoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and
in accord with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or
oils upon the City Streets.

(%) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City gidewalk area znd
that 211 of said oils and water shall be concentrated into & combined grease
and sand trap which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan
2-H-146. ‘
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(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, drivewsys,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the appllcent as set forth upon the plan hereto attached which plan
bears the Department of Public Works file number 2-C-1372.

{(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto
attached marked 2-C-1372 and shzall be of the pre-moulded type.

(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the re-
quirements of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for &
final inspection and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a
Certificate of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.
